MisSionary Less0ns, 


Three less0ns have been tanght and 
partly learned by the American Meth- 
odist Charches 1n the provccntion of 
their African Miasons; 1. The mis- 
sionaries «eut to Africa «honld be 
strong, phyxically, mentally, spirit- 
nally, The Missions have suffered 
greatly from the early death of the 
missionaries, or, their sickness and 
«peedy return. The first Methodist 
misxionary cent was in snch poor health 
that even in the United States ho was 
obliged to rest from the toils of the 
pastorate three-fourths of the yen 
Who wonders that his active misxton 
ary life in Africa lasted. only thirts 
«ix days, and that these were followed 
by one hundred days. of sickness-and 
languisbing, then death and « grav« 
in Africa? The experiment has been 
often repeated, but with s like rexult, 
Workers are needed strong enongh 
physically to en lare the” African fever 
and the necessary acclimation ; strong 
enongh mentally not to exppse them- 
gelves tv nonecessary rFisks; strong 
enongh spiritnally not to yield to 
homesickness, but ever more rejoicing 
in being permitted to work for 
Christ in Africa ; and workers 
aro needed who will be able to gree 
their whole time to the winuing of so0nls, 
while the Charch at home provides 
all neceaxary physical comforts and 
geuds np constantly prayers to heaven 
in their behalf.

known as *Zemten,” when all the 
Royal maidens, decked in contly appa- 
rel, are required to fetch water from 
the macred streams of Golutar., This 
water is «prinkled in the Royal man- 
olenm, after which «acrifices of «heep 
and oxen are made by the fetish priest, 
immediately followed by « human ac- 
rifice, the victim being commissioned 
to convey, mexaages to the «pirits of the 
deceazed Kings and to invoke their 
further guidance and protection for 
the Royal throne and kingdom, The 
chiefs point out, however, that as no 
Royal cnstory has taken place in Ds 
homey during the past four years, no 
haman «acrifice has been offered dur- 
ing-that period... They further declare 
that the 4,000 Yornbas captured four 
years ago from Abeoknta can teatify 
that none of their people have been 
offered in ancrifice, The chiefs add 
that it is « capital offence to «hed hn- 
man blood in Dabomey, and that any 
Chief or Prince who «honld even or- 
der his slave to be beaten with «uch se- 
verity that he fainted under the punich- 
ment wonld be imprisoned for life. She 
chiefs are loud in their praise of the 
captain and officers of the Lagos, who 
did their ntmost to make the Envoys 
comfortable during their novel and 
trying voyage. The Envoys came 
from Dabomey to Lagos. and were 21 
days on the journey, as they had to 
take n cirenitons ronte throngh the 
country in order to avoid the French 
troops who are now operating in Ds- 
homey. The Chief Chedingar, beaides 
having his «taff as « sign of office, alzo 
takes to France the staff of King Be- 
hanzin, which is entirely made of xzil- 
ver and reprecents the head of the «a- 
cred shark of Dahomey. This 1s the 
first time that the «taff has ever left 
the country, and this 1s also the first 
ocension on which Dahomeyans have 
left Africa to treat with & civilized na- 
tion; All the men are in mourning 
for the late King of Dahomey, who 
died three years ago. "This mourning 
conmists in not having their hair cut or 
combed for « period of four years.

Night Hawks and Whip-poor. wills, 


Upon comparing & night bawk with 
a whip-poor-will we -find that, 
from the very well defined difference 
these birds exbibit-.in their internal 
strnctnre and in the genersl tone and 
markings of their plumage, there are 
a few external striking features that 
ought to enable any person to distin- 
gmsh one from the other at the moat 
casnal glance. 

I refer especially to the long, con- 
8p1cnous bristles projecting from about 
the month of the whip-poor-will, s 
character alinost entirely absent 1n the 
night hawk. Farther, the tail of the 
former is very mnch rounded,-with its 
four middlo feathers like those of the 
back, the three outer ofies, on either 
side, having their terminal halves 
white. In tho night hawk the last- 
mentioned portions are black, and the 
form of the tail is very different. Our 
night hawk also has « distinctive white 
patch on the outer aspect of each wing, 
which is not present in the whip-poor- 
will. Again, the habits of these 4wo 
birds are by nv means similar. The 
whip-poor-will, with rare exceptions 
and nnder certain cirenmstances, is ac- 
tive and feeding from dark until day- 
light, and sleeps on the gronnd in the 
forest all day, the very reverse of this 
heing the case with the night hawk, in 
some localities the latter is known by 
the name of the **bull bat,” the first 
word undoubtedly having reference to 
the hooming noise it emits during its 
plunging freaks throngh the air, in 
which it indulges while ont abroad for 
food. Audubon and Wilson disagreed 
on the score as to how this noise was 
produced by the bird, the former 
claiming that it was performed by the 
wings, and the latter that it was 
**loubtless produced by the sndden 
expansion of his capacious mouth.” 1 
am inclined to the opinion of Andn- 
bon in this matter, —Popular Science 
Mouthly.

means at our command, We priests, mind- 
ful of Pope Leo's wor''s, must 'shins as modA- 
els of total abstinence,' and by exhortation 
and preaching avert the many calamities 
with which the vice threatens Church and 
Stats. 

In those sanctuaries of affection and vir 
tns, the Christian homes of our people, let 
the sophistries of the advocates of alcohol be 
expossd by sound reascning, the tempta- 
tions and dangers of the saloon be carefully 
explained, and let fathers and mothers merit 
for themselves the reward and consolation of 
z0ber $0ns and daughters by showing & noble 
example of self-control aud sobriety.

What the Council of Bishops Said in 
their Quadrennial Address to the 
Late General Conference in 

Philadelphia. - 


The Department of Migsions neceagn- 
rily lies at the foundation of all charch 
extengion and propagation, and- no ec- 
clesiustical denomiauation is entitled to 
avy respect which is devoid of a fully- 
equipped —misstonary —muchtinery; to 
the language of ns distinguished 
colleague, Bizhop Dickerson: ©The 
subject of Missions is of fundamental im- 
portance, The atlvance and gpread of 
the Redeemer's kingdom, the reaching 
out of the gospel to take in and eniÞrace 
the world, is of far more importance 
than the parceliing out of that work 
which _is _alre=dy firmly established.” 
The demands of this department deserve 
the best thought, the mt «killful and 
thorough aualys's, that can be given to 
it, The nature, proportions and scope 
of the enterpri-e ure but imperfectly ap- 
prehended by our ministry, 8nd under- 
«tood by our people, If the greatness 
of the numbers and the depth and urgen- 
cy of the need of those in foreign lands 
to whom, in the providence of God, our 
Church is called to minister the gospel, 
were fully known, our apathy would 
Surely,give place to the compassion with 
which the Lord lookea down upon the 
multitude, - **cattered abroad as abeep 
having no shepberd.”
